Over a hundred ladies visited this 


place Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day of last week. Thay wt re attending 
the twenty fourth annual convention 
of the Womaus' Home and Foreign 
Missionary Society of t le Wist Penn- 
sylvania Synod of Lutheran church. 
Along with them were delegates to the 
Young Peoples Societies and Mission 
Bauds. 


The meetings of the Society were 


held in Christ' Lutheran church, Mrs. 
F. C. Karper, President of the Society, 
called the convention to order at about 
2.30 
p. m. Wednesday and presided at 


the morning, afternoon and evening 
sessions until Friday morning. 


Wednesday afternoon was taken up 


with roll call of delegates, reports of 
the home department by Mrs. L. L. 
Eberly, of the thank offering depart- 
ment by Miss Anna Greaver and of the 
Industrial School iu India by Mrs. J. 
W. Richard. 


The evening session after devotional 


exercises began with au address of 
welcome by Miss Mary O. Benner, re- 
sponded to by the president, Mrs. 
Karper. 
Then Mrs. L. C. Bell, of 


York, read a paper on Home Missions 
andMrsE.B. Miller, general treasurer 
of Baltimore spoke. 


Thursday morning more reports 


were read by Miss Margery Lilly, 
the corresponding secretary, by Mrs. 
Geo. B. Henry the treasurer, which 
showed that receipts for the year 
greatly exceeded any previous years, 
by Miss Louise Reever of the literature 
committee and by Mrs. J. W. Richard, 
the Historian and also reports of the 
Mission Bands, the" Young Peoples 
and Ladies Societies. 


Thursday afternoon a report of a 


visit to Loysville Orphans Home was 
made by Miss Emily J. Young. The 
convention ' then received greetings 
from Miss Aenes McCreary represent- 
ing the local Presbyterian Missionary

Missionary Society. Letters were next 
read from the Syuodical Societies, the 
General President of all the Womans' 
Missionary Societies and the General 
Secretary of the Home Department 
and from the Student Volunteer Baud. 


The Student Volunteer movement 


was presented to the convention by A. 
R. Wentz of the Seminary. 


In the Round Table Conference 


which followed it was decided to try 
to raise 810,000 in the next year for the 
Jubilee Fund. 


Thursday evening the most interest- 


ing address of the convention was 
made by Dr. Mary Baer, a returned 
missionary from India and one of 
three physicians having charge of a 
hospital in Guntoor. She told of the 
difficulties in giving medical treat- 
ment to the women of India, how 
caste debarred them from the cultured 
and higher caste women, how their 
efforts had been largely confined to 
the lowest caste, how the famine had 
brought them orphans from the higher 
caste and had proved an entering 
wedge to reach them. She told of the 
needs of the work. 


Friday morning was the closing 


session, at which reports were read 
from departments not previously re- 
turned. 


Invitations had been received from 


York and New Oxford for place of 
meeting of convention next year. The 
committee in charge of matter reported 
in favor of York. 


All the officers were re-elected except 


first Vice President Miss Henrietta 
Eisenhart, of York, who declined a 
re-election. Mrs. Albert Bell of York 
was chosed in her place.

Friday afternoon was given up to an

•One Magnificent Monument. 
The survivors of the United States 


{ regular troops who were mentioned as 
being m town iu our last issue went 
over the Held Tuesday and Wednesday 
locating sites for markers. On latter 
day when the party was at the Round 
Tops the question came up whether 
they should have 42 separate monu- 
ments, one for each organization, or one 
magnificent monument for all the U. 
S. soldiers. Gen. Chaflee said he was 
in favor of one superb memorial and 
the suggestion met with a unanimous 
approval by all present. A site was 
chosen on high ground between Valley 
of Death and Wheat field. There a tall 
commanding shaft will be erected out 
of the appropriation of $63,000, only a 
small amount of this sum being used 
in markers.

A Gettysburg Soldier Boy. 


The COMPILER had a delightful call 


from Lt. Col. George W. R. Stouch. a 
retired officer of the United States 
Army. Col. Stouch was with the I'. 
8. A. officers visiting battlefield to lo- 
cate site for monument and was the 
representative of his regiment. Col. 
Stouch was born in Gettysburg, the 
son of Leonard Stouch, who lived here 
until 1856, moving then to Kentucky. 
The sou visited many places iu the 
town around which many memories 
of his boyhood days thronged. He be- 
longed to the oth Army Corps aud said 
that they reached Hanover on the first 
day aud were about to enjoy an even- 
ing meal of some cattle killed there 
wheu orders came to hurry to Gettys- 
burg. They left without eating and 
retailed a point uear Rock Creek on 
Bihhmore pike that night. 
Next 


morning they skirmished forward, 
then came up the pike aud across the 
fields to Taueytown road. That they 
halted on that road for about two 
hours, heard the battle begin and lived 
in suspense until the orders came for 
a double quick toward Little Round 
Top. 
They went dou n into the Valley 


of Death, across Plum Run 
aud 


charged the Rebel line. In the light 
Col. Stouch was wounded iu the lelt 
arm, 
went to York to a hospital aud 


came back ou November 19 with a 
company of soldiers from the York 
Hospital to hear Lincoln make his 
great speech at the dedication of the 
Cemetery. Col. Stouch is a lover of 
Gettysburg aud we hope he may make 
many pilgrimages here. He says as a 
bov he always was playing soldier, 
kfter the civil war lie was over 30 years 
in U. S. A. before retiring aud is "now 
au Indian agent on an Oklahoma res- 
ervation.

Immense 
sums of state moneys had been 
placed there on deposit and loaned 
Republican politicians for spacula- 
tion or otherwise. John S. Hop- 
kins, the cashier, following in the 
footsteps of Walters, blew out his 
brains, and James McManes. presi- 
dent, stockholder and politician, 
made up a deficit of $600,000 
to 
qi'iet a scandal; but in the dead 
cashier's desk were found papers 
which 
prove conclusively 
that 


Quay and others had secured state 
deposits to the bank in order that 
they might be reloaned to them- 
selves individually. One was the 
famous telegram, signed M. S. 
Quay, dated St. Lucie, February 11, 
1898: "John S. Hopkins, cashier: If 
you will buy and carry 1000 Met. 
for me. I will shake the plum tree." 
And a letter was found from Ben- 
jamin J. Haywood, state treasurer, 
showing that the plum tree had 
been shaken; that he had placed an 
additional $100,000 of state funds 
in the bank, and requesting 
the 
lean of a similar amount to Rich- 
ard Quay, the son of the senator. 
B. J. Haywood died suddenly a 


few weeks, before the time set for 
his trial with Senator Quay upon 
•the charge of criminal conspiracy. 
It is recent history to the people of 
Pennsylvania how the senior sena- 
tor of this great commonwealth, 
brought to the bar of justice, avoid- 
ed punishment for his manifold 
iniquities by pleading the statute 
of limitations. 
The Philadelphia Press in 1885, 
In opposing 
the nomination of 
Quay for state treasurer, asserted 
it would take the lid from off the 
treasury and expose secrets before 
which Republicans would stand 
dumb. The lid has never been lift- 
ed. How much corruption seethes 
within its walls only the facile 
tools of the Republican machine 
can tell, unless the spectres of 
Noyes. Walters, Hart, Norris, War- 
ren, Hopkins and Haywood, driven 
to their graves by a burden of guilt 
too great to bear, lend circumstan- 
tial corroboration to the stories of 
plunder.

The books of the state treasury 


have never been audited, although 
the paper statements show a bal- 
ance of $10.000.000 annually.

boards. 
Indeed, there is a grave 
doubt that the $10,000,000 is in the 
state treasury, and it may be that 
the state of Pennsylvania carries 
as a portion of that asset the per- 
sonal notes, the memorandums 01 
indebtedness and the I. O. U.'s of 
politicians, many of them now out- 
lawed beyond redemption.

Venice was started during the tiftb 
and sixth centuries. The inhabitants 
of Padua and a few more north Ro- 
man cities, chased out by the Iluns, 
the Gaths and other tribes of bar- 
barians, took refuge here in au Adri- 
atic lagoon. The savages of Asia had 
no boats, so that the settlement Avas 
very safe, and, leading an independent 
life, prospered here by Itself during 
the middle ages at a surprising rate. 


It was a monstrous work to make 


the city secure from the sea. 
Ship 


loads of stone were brought from other 
coasts. Dams and canals were built 
at great cost, and the residents finally 
got enough of dry land about them to 
feel moderately safe

I i>»'jr:iii studying the part, but had not 
lennifil one-tenth of it when 1 was 
rtishoti on the stage. 


Thoio was an audience of sixty peo- 


pli'. The tirst comers were charged an 
admission fee of 2.j cents. Those who 
arrival later got in for 20, 15 and 10. 
To my great amazement 1 was not 
seized with stage fright, but was told 
that I had acquitted my .self iu a cred- 
itable manner. 
1 had a cold in uiy 


Lead at the lime, but the stage director 
declared that this was a decided point 
in iiiy favor. It gave me the voice and 
intonation of a real lawyer. 


When ready to leave the town next 


morniii!; there was an hour's wrangle 
with the landlord of the hotel before 
h<- wuld be satisfied that the bill 
woulil ultimately be sent on, and then 
came tlie parting with Aunt Ophelia.

Weeds Are on Increase. 


The growth aiid spread of uoxioua 


weeds is decidedly oti the increase. 
There are more kinds than there were 
50 years ago. Oue reason, probably, 
for this is that then most of the seeds 
of grain aud grass were grown on the 
farm, and were saved iu a purer con- 
dition than are seeds now used. New 
weed varieties have been obtained in 
this way, some of which are giving 
the farmers much trouble. 


The plants of goldeu-rod are very 


liable to escape through the teeth of 
the cultivator, and thes^ should be 
pulled up by the roots entire, if possi- 
ble. If not destroyed with the culti- 
vated crop they will appear next year 
iu the sown grain. Then, if not up- 
rooted, they will afterward be found 
thrifty and defiant in the crops, which 
they will iujure iu quality. They are 
not to be found iu pastures usually 
where cattle are kept, as they will 
keep them down. 


Like all biennials, the burdock is 


easily destroyed in cultivated fields. 
It is iu byplaces, as fence sides, lanes, 
corners, around the buildings, pastures 
and the borders of woodlands, that 
burdocks give trouble. But even in 
these they are not difficult to destroy. 
Farmers who go over their fields twice 
a year will soon have no burdock. In 
cuttiug t':em care should be taken to 
strike below the crown. Every plant 
cut in this way must die. The cutting 
| may be done at any time of the year 
| when the ground is not frozen, and it 
| is, of course, much more easily done 
when tlie plants are young. While it 
is not dill'cult to cut off the small tap 
root with a knife, it is -much more dif- 
ficult to accomplish the same when 
the root has obtained the diameter of 
an inch or more. Two or three yeais 
of persistent cutting will remove nearly 
all burdocks from the byplaces of 
farms.

was broken by a fall from an apple 


i tree on farm of B. M. Miller near Heu- 
drix has a chance to recover. There 
are only three cases on record of per- 
sons recovering from broken back and 
it is hoped to make a fourth one in 
this instance. 


Giesler is resting fairly well and

place by what is known in surgery as 


i exteusiou aud 
couuter 
extension. 


That is the legs, which are paraly/ed 
both to the touch aud to Giesler's 
nerve force are fastened in adhesive 
plasters from the abdomen to the heels 
aud on a tripod of pulleys, a seven 
foot weight is suspended from the bed 
on which Giesler lays aud these 
weights are fastened to the feet keep- 
ing the lower limbs rigid. 


To keep the injured man from being 


dragged down toward the foot of the 
bed by the weights, the upper region 
of the body is fastened with ringlets, 
which are fastened to the head of the 
bed, thus keeping the body rigid. 


Thus the entire body is kept rigid 


and the severed vertebra of the spinal 
column are joined together and it is 
expected wili unite quickly.

At 0:10 time uot 
so very long ago the Black feet had the 
very fastest horse that any one knew 
of. the fastest horse of which any one 
could tell or which any one bad seen. 
He was a source of wealth to the tribe, 
for Indians arc very fond of betting, 
and this animal always won every- 
thing tbat was bet against hi"). You 
cnii imagine how proud the Blackfeet 
were of this creature. You can also 
imagine how envious vrere the Stoneys. 
the Crows, tho Sioux, tbe Creeks and 
all the other Indians of the plains. 


Stealing is considered fair between 


tribes, -and if it can be successfully 
done those savage people .think it very 
honorable,1 even "glorious. The Black- 
feet, therefore, kept 
the wonderful 


race horse in a tent at night. They did 
not dare leave him out with their other 
horses. They bought n string of bells 
lit the Hudson Bay company's nearest 
fort, put the bells around the horse's 
neck, tied him to a tepee po!e iuside a 
big tepee and set four men to sleep in 
the tout with him. This was the rule 
every night, and on no night did the 
men forget to close the door of the 
tepee and "cinch" it tight with thongs 
of buckskin. Whoever could .steal that 
big white beauty of a borse had to be a 
very clever thief, they thought; but in 
truth, they never dreamed that be 
could be stolen.
